Red Deer, Alta., Oct 18—Ten 
and a half months ago a fatal big 
game hunting accident 15 miles 
northwest of Rocky Mountain 
House resulted in the death of 
Olaf A. Kolstad, Airdrie. An in- 
quest was deemed necessary now 
and was held at Red Deer, Wed- 
nesday afternoon of last week, 
with the chief coroner of Alberta, 
Dr. Braithwaite presiding. Gossip 
seems to have inspired the decision 
to re-open the inquiry, which re- 
sulted in a verdict of accidental 
death. 


O. H. Kolstad, hotel proprietor, 
was on a hunting trip on Decemb 
ert 1, 1932, with two companions, 
Ben Olson, and George Huser, the 
former a farmer in the Rocky 
Mountain House district and Hus- 
er of Crossfield. Kolstad was ac- 
cidentaly shot by Huser in mistake 
for a deer. 


The inquest ocd nearly 
three hours. It took the jury seven 
minutes to arrive at a verdict of 
accidental death. At suggession of 
the coroner, members ef the jury 
questioned the witnesses freely.

The “Toll Of The Road” 


When is a halt to be called to the ever mounting toll of deaths and 
serious injuries attributable to automobile accidents. < 

It is well nigh impossible to pick up a newspaper these days without 
finding a tragic headline recording one more,—or several more,—fatalities 
and to learn that some promising life has been snuffed out or the community | 
has lost the services of some of its outstanding citizens. 

If the total of killed and injured in automobile crashes of one kind or 
another, and from one cause or another, in all countries throughout the 
world could possibly be ascertained each and every day, and then made pub- | 
lic daily, it would perhaps shock the consciousness of most people. The} 
opinion may be ventured that many a war has been fought in which the 
average daily casualties were not as great as to-day’s average “toll of the 
road".

If the same number of men, women and children were being killed and 
injured each day and every day in a war being waged on the North American | 
continent, our newspapers, peace societies, churches, governments, would be- 
gin to demand that a stop be put to the carnage. 

But because the slaughter and suffering is merely the result of auto-| 
mobile accidents, people shrug their shoulders, give expression to some polite | 
words of sympathy, wonder why there should be so many accidents, and | 
then pass on to discuss the price of wheat, the result of, the international | 
yacht race, or the outcome of the world’s baseball series. 

Governments and communities the world over have improved and con- 
tinue to improve roads and main highways. Hundreds of millions of the 
taxpayers’ money is being spent annually in so doing, while the maintenance 
of these higher standard highways costs tens of millions more. And the) 
better the roads, the more accidents. 

Automobile manufacturers continue to take advantage of these better 
highways to turn out more powerful and even faster cars, They equip them 
with better brakes, better tires, safety glass, better devices of every con- 
ceivable kind, and then they are turned loose on the highways. | 

Volumes of laws and regulations are passed to control the operation of | 
these cars and traffic regulations of many kinds are approved and ordered to | 
be enforced. Some of them are; many are not. In fact, without a traffic 
officer posted every few miles and on every road, complete enforcement of | 
the many laws and regulations is physically and practically impossible. Peo- | 
ple know this and proceed to ignore laws and regulations enacted for the} 
protection of themselves as well as other people. 

Glaring headlights which blind the driver of an oncoming car; only one | 
headlight burning; no rear light; overtaking and passing and then cutting 
in ahead of another car and doing so at a high rate of speed; tearing up an | 
incline in entire ignorance of the fact that another car may be mounting | 
the other side; dashing in from a side road on to a main highway without 
stopping or slackening speed; operating cars with defective brakes,—but 
why continue the enumeration? These and many other violations of law 
and regulations are daily sending people to their deaths or to live on, help- 
less, suffering cripples. 

When is it going to stop? How is it going to be stopped? Or have 
people become so reckless and so callous of death and suffering, and so care- | 
less of the rights of others, that they are quite satisfied that the ‘“‘toll of | 
the road” should go on mounting higher and higher? 

The passing of even more stringent laws will not stop it, although they | 
might prove, for a time at least, a greater preventive. The better enforce- 
ment of existing laws and regulations would help, especially if the penalties 
for violation of them were made much more severe. More and still more 
education of the people would ultimately bring some results. 

But in the final analysis there is only one way in which this black blot | 
on our present day civilization can be removed. The individual citizen must 
himself do it. Education, laws, law enforcement alone will never accom- 
plish it. It is that strong, almost all-powerful Human Factor, which so 
many people to-day are inclined to ignore in the realms of society, economics | 
and in relation to all public policies and acts, which constitutes the weak link | 
in the chain of public conduct and public relationships. 

Individuals must take this great problem in hand. They must not only 
understand and obey the law themselves, but whether they like to do so or 
not they must individually become guardians of the public weal and take an 
active part in solving the problem, rather than maintain a merely academic 
interest in it, saying ‘Let George do it,” and relying on law and policemen |

Is a Prime Essential In Putting 


Farming Back On Payin

One of the improvements most to 
be desired in Canadian agriculture is 
a reduction in the number of varie- 
ties in use of cereals and other farm 
crops, and the more careful selection 
and better cleaning and grading of 
the seed of the best varieties. 

A small per centage of farmers 
who make use of the best varieties 
make use also of the best seed clean- 
ing methods, with the result that the 
seed which they sow is in all par- 
ticulars superior to the seed used by 
their neighbors, and it is scripturally 
and actually true that as they sow, | 
s0 they reap. Their crops are like- | 
wise superior 

On the other hand it is true that; 
many are unable to state the variety 
of the wheat, oats or other import- 
ant crop they are growing. This is 
equivalent to saying that they do not 
know whether it is good, poor or in- 
different seed in quality. Other 
farmers, again, are familiar enough 
with the variety names of their crops 
but have been misled on the subject 
of the merit of any particular 
variety, and may be prizing highly 
one which is not the best adapted to 
their particular locality or which per- 
haps is of inferior quality wherever 
grown Failure to compare carefully | 
the merits of the different varieties | 
and to choose the variety in each} 
crop which under the prevailing local 
conditions combines both high yield 
and good quality is a misfortune, | 
first from the standpoint of returns, 
to the individual grower and second- | 
ly from that of the nation’s total pro- | 
duction. | 

Unfortunate, too, are the results| 
from using seed which is not pure as) 
to kind and variety. There are | 
instances where one kind of grain 
has been so contaminated with | 
another, or one variety has been so 
mixed with one or more other varie-{ 
ties of the same kind, that the caps 
ing crop has been unsuitable for seed | 
and has suffered serious deterioration | 
in market value. Differences in varie- | 
ties as to time of ripening, colour, 
size and shape of kernel, and in mill- 
ing and feeding quality, emphasize | 
the desirability of keeping each | 
variety as pure as possible. 

Fortunately there are to-day in 
every province of Canada individual 
growers and societies of farmers who 
are specializing in the production of" 
Registered, Certified or improved No. 
1 seed of the commoner agricultural! 
crops. Their efforts in improved se21 
production, and the distribution of 
their product among other growers 
are being encouraged by both the, 
federal and provincial Departments 
of Agriculture.

Little Journeys In Science 


COAL 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


A century ago, the great British 
statesman, Sir Robert Peel, said that 
the future belonged to the nation 
which could produce the most coal. 
Certainly the importance of coal can- 
not be over-estimated, and there is 
little doubt that the sudden’ curtail- 
ment of the world’s coal supply would 
be an unbearabe blow to our civiliza- 
tion. In transportation, manufactur- 
ing, and for heating it is willely used, 
and the production of those mighty 
tools of man, iron and steel, depend 
upon it. 

Coal is known to the scientist as a 
carbonaceous mineral, because carbon 
is a fundamental part of its struc- 
ture. Formed from the luxurious 
vegetable growth of early geographi- 
cal ages, it is the product of the slow 
decomposition of these materials in a 
limited amount of air. Geologists 
tell us that the conditions most fav- 
ourable to its formation are found in 
fresh-water lakes bordered by flat, 
marshy land, on which an abundance 
of vegetation grows. The plants 
grow, decay, and grow again, push- 
ing their way out into the lake and 
gradually building up on the bed a 
mass of peat, which is the first stage 
in the development of coal. Gradu- 
ally the mass hardens first forming 
lignite or “brown” coal. As hundreds 
of thousands of years pass, the layers 
of peat are buried by masses of clay 
and sand which harden into rock, and 
which through the heat, pressure, 
and chemical action in the soil be- 
come first bituminous and then an- 
thracite, or hard coal. 

It is estimated that the coal which 
is now being taken from mines, was 
deposited forty million to one hun- 
dred and fifty million years ago. Fif- 
teen thousand million tons of coal are 
mined each year, and it is said that 
at the present rate of consumption, 
the earth's coal supply will be ex- 
hausted in five thousand years.

POST INSIDE YEAR 


Winnipeg.— John I. McFarland, 
general manager of the central sell- | 
ing agency of the Canadian Wheat ' 
Pools, told a private gathering of 
delegates to the annual meeting of 
the Manitoba Wheat Pool he expect- 
ed he would retire from his post in 
about a year. ' 

Taking an optimistic viewpoint of 
world marketing problems, Mr. Mc- 
Farland said his ‘‘job” should be over 
in a year and that he would then be 
able to turn complete pool manage- 
ment over to the elected pool repre- 
sentatives. 

The wheat surplus was fast disap- 
pearing and the glut on the market) 
was being eliminated, he said, in 
spite of the operations of Argentine, 
“the bad boy” of the London wheat 
agreement. Once this big problem is 
over, he said he could see no reason 
for remaining with the pool. 

Premier John Bracken of Manitoba 
also addressed the gathering, taking 
part with Mr. McFarland in the 
“heart-to-heart” talk with the grow-) 
ers. The Manitoba government would 
never have apologies to make for ad- 
vancing money to the pools, declared 
Mr. Bracken in a reference to the 
difficulties which the pools encounter- 
ed following 1929 and 1930 opera- 
tions. 

Dealing with Manitoba affairs, Mr. 
Bracken said the Manitoba govern- 
ment probably would finish the fin- 
ancial year with a balanced budget, 
exclusive of relief expenditures. 

Accepting financial reports show- 
ing net payments to pool farmers of 
6615 cents a bushel on the 1933-34 
pool, delegates to the annual conven- | 
tion of the Manitoba Wheat Pool 
voted to continue the voluntary pool | 
policy with privileges of accepting 
street prices for their grain. 

The delegates discussed and ap- 
proved the federal government's 
action in establishing a national bar- 
ley commission and saw in the ap- 
pointment of the commission another 
step towards planned agriculture, 
long sought by farm organizations of 
the West.

| Body Of King Alexander Is Laid To 


Rest In Native City 


Belgrade——The body of the mur- 
dered King Alexander wag placed 
near those of his ancestors in the 
royal memorial chapel in his native 
city of Topolo. 

While 50 men bore the sarcophagus 
up a hill through tree-lined lanes to 
the chapel all activities throughout 
Yugo-Slavia remained at a standstill 
for two minutes as the people paid 
tribute to their fallen king. 

Then, as Alexander was laid in the 
tomb which he had only recently 
completed, church bells were tolled 
throughout the country. They mingl- 
ed strangely with heavy guns on 
land and sea which roared out a 
mighty dirge. 

Trumpeters. sounded a_ farewell 
“taps” for the dead soldier-sovereign. 
“Mignon,” as Alexander called his 
wife, Queen Marie, took leave of her 
royal consort and the doors of the 
tomb were closed.

Chickens Ar Low Grade 


Canadian Producers Should Pay At- 
tention To Crate Fattening 

Only 28.98 per cent. of the chick- 
ens inspected in Canada during the 
fiscal year 1933-34 qualified for A 
grade. Thete is no mystery about 
the affair, nor is it difficult to point 
out the reason why the chickens did 
not grade higher. It was simply be- 
cause they were not sufficiently fat- 
tened before they were marketed. 
Chickens must be well fatted and 
fleshed to qualify for grade A, and 
there is a much higher percentage of 
birds degraded on account of not hav- 
ing sufficient fat than on account of 
having sufficient flesh. It is useless, 
says the Chief Market Poultry In- 
spector, to expect range fed birds or 
short period crate fattened birds to 
have the fat required for the top 
grades. It just does not happen. The 
matter of fattening birds and thus 
increasing the producers’ revenue is 


entirely in the hands of the producers) 


themselves. With the marketing of 
the poultry crop close at hand, now

Was Once A Prison 


Abandoned Island Off Mexico Const 
Overrun By Goats And Cats 


An abandoned island peopled solely 
by a hundred thousand goats, wild 
cats and strange sea monsters; where 
the wreck of a schooner that left its 
skeleton dead on the cliff is the only 
mark of man within the century 
such an island is Guadalupe, 250 
miles off the coast of Mexico, accord- 
ing to James Glenn, one of the few 
living men to have séén its inhospit- 
able shores, and a resident of Cali- 
fornia since 1867. - 

Twenty years ago this month Glenn 
shipped out from San Diego aboard 
the three masted schooner, Mary 
Dodge, in charge of an expedition to 
the unknown island of Guadalupe. 
In fis pocket he carried permission 
from the Mexican government te 
bring back 4,000 goats to be cantied 
in this country for war supplies—if 
he could. 

“The moment we put ashore,” said 
Glenn, ‘‘we felt as if we wera in a 
magic world. It was perfectly silent, 
only from the cliff's facé a thousand 
eyes watched our approach. In keep- 
ing with the feeling, we found on the 
beach a strarige speciés of monster, 
half fish and half mammal, called 
the sea elephant, exiting I am told, 
in no other waters in the world. 
From the front they looked like 
gigantic hogs without legs, but were 
scaly and had huge fins and tails. 
They played in and out of the water 
but towered ten feet high, a moun- 
tain of flesh as they lay on the sand. 

“There was only one side of the 
island from which the top could be 
reached and as we ascended we 
drove thousands of goats before us. 
Once on top we found droves of cats 
that had gone wild a hundred years 
ago when the Mexican prison located 
there had been abandoned. 

“We organized a drive and herded 
our goats successfully aboard the 
schooner. Hundreds of the wild 
things preferred death to captivity 
and leapt down into the sea. It was 
\net a pleasant sight nor shall I soon 
forget it. 

“Before we set. sail we explored 
the crest of the rocks, past the 
mouldering ruins of the old fort, and 
there on a peak we found him. The 
skeleton of a man, prostrate and 
looking out toward the endl2ss. ocean. 
How long he had been there or why 
jhe was deserted no one will ever 
knew.” 

They left him there where he could 
watch the sea, custodian of the goats 
and cats and weird sea monsters, for 
since that time no ship has visited 
his, strange domain.

* The Valiant” is the third of the One- 
Act Plays to be presented by the above 
society on October 30. The cast is as 
follows : Florence Cruickshank, Fred 
Baker, Herbert Seville, Lester Spivey, 
Austin Whillans and J. Dickson. We rec- 
ommend Miss Cruickshank’s handling of 
an intensely dramatic role as something 
not to be missed. John’ Dyke, a convict- 
ed murderer, is awaiting execution by 
hanging. The warden of the prison and 
Father Daley-Dyke's spiritual adviser 
have been discussing the murderer. The 
fact that Dyke has evinced no interest 
in religious matters, nor remorse for his 
crime, has created a painful impression 
upon the mind of Father Daley whose 
desire it is, to save his imperishable soul 
from eternal perdition. We find that to 
say any more may destroy your pleasure 
in the play, so we propose to generalize. 
Dyke's explanation of his attitude is 
both enlightening and unusual. Probably 
everyone has speculated upon the life 
that awaits us after death—'‘‘the undis- 
covered country, from whose bourn no 
traveller returns’’— and whilst Dyke's 
views are unorthodox they arc neverthe 
less worthy of consideration. Many 
people shrink in horror from anything 
that savours of sacrelege, and for that 
reason may be inclined to condemn Dyke, 
but if we are not chewing the cud of un- 
emotionalism and mental inertia, we 
should know what it means toscale the 
heights and plumb the deeps of human 
experience, 
“And until ye have passed beyond the 
one ye call, 
Beyond to the beyond that passes all— 
Yet have not rocked upon the bridge 
of thought, 
Ye have not even lived—or known the 
strife.”’ 
We ought to be able to see that the 
dark curtain of misfortune with which he 
is enveloped, is shot through with flashes 
from a soul which .is essentially holy. 
Everyone is possessed of a spark of Div- 
inity which will enable him to rise Phoe- 
nix-like above the ashes of his former 
self. Of certain master criminals who 
faced death with equanimity it has been 
truly said, that no act done by them in 
this world, was comparable with the 
manner of their leaving it. Thus we 
find Dyke ennobling the sad circum- 
stances of his position, by meeting death 
with a sublime courage, entirely unrelat- 
ed to religious hypnotism. 
“Sleep dwell upon thine eyes, peace in 
thy breast, 
Would I were asleep and peace—so sweet 
to rest.’"*"—Shakespeare.
